Standalone Software-Defined Radio Receivers 


Standalone software defined radio (SDR) receivers are useful for seeing where any activity is over an entire 
band. Tuning to listen to a frequency of interest is as easy as just clicking on it. This is much more effective for 
finding that interesting station calling CQ than rotating your dial up and down the band, hoping to be on fre- 
quency at just the right time. 


One option is to go out and buy that FlexRadio system you have been dreaming about. However, there is an easy 
and low cost alternative if you are not ready to do that just yet, and for the time being would be happy adding the 
capability of watching an entire band. Just use the SDR receiver for listening, and switch to your existing trans- 
ceiver when you want to talk. This will only cost you around $150 for the receiver, plus around another $100 if 
you want your transceiver to track the SDR frequency and automatically switch the antenna. | will present how | 


did this with just a basic Icom IC-718 transceiver.
